In presenting incidents of local, state, national and even inter¬ 
national concern under this type of leadership the newspaper 
becomes an agency of civic and spiritual progress; and ss a mem¬ 
ber of a great fraternity its influence reaches even ..u- nds of 
the earth. 

In view of the importance of the press in moulding public 
opinion, now, therefore, I, Frank F. Merriam, governor of the 
state of California, do hereby proclaim the period between October 
fifth and twelfth as "Newspaper Week” in this commonwealth.

Wahlberg Asks Ranchers 
To Place Heaters in 
Citrus Groves 

Orange county was mobilizing 
today for its $10,000,000 war. j 

Trucks were driving up to the 
front line with munitions and am- | 
munition for the big drive. Re-1 
cruits were being mustered. Cam- ! 
paign plans were being drafted to 
rout the enemy. I 

Orange county citrus growers 
were preparing for their annual 
v/ar against frost, a war in which 
they have an investment of $10,- 
000,000. 

It’s a war of two million fires. 
When the first frosty night steals 
over the county, there will be an 
answering flare of retaliation from 
approximately 2,,100,000 orchard 
heaters. 

Observers Posted 
Growers today were stationing 
their heaters on the 5000 acre 
area of the county where the war 
is fought. They were filling their 
storage tanks with oil—ammun- 
tion against cold. They are mak¬ 
ing sure that every preparation is 
made for a swift a.s.sault on cold if 
and when it descends on the citrus 
oichards. 

At approximately 25 stations in 
the county, ob.servers were ready 
to take temperature readings and 
forward them to Floyd Young at 
Pomona, In the near future Young 
is expected to announce the date 
on which he will begin his nightly 
cold forecasts by ladio. The.sc pre¬ 
dictions, basc<l upon data sent in 
by such weather observers 
throughout the Southland, nor¬ 
mally start about Nov. 1 over 
KNX. They are worked out in co¬ 
operation with the fruit-frost serv¬ 
ice of the Uiiitcd States weather 
bureau. 

Preparedness Urged 
Growers were hopeful they will j 
get through this winter as they | 
did last, with a minimum of heater i 
firing. But you never can tell, I 
Wahlberg said today. Just be-1 
cause the "war front" was quiet I 
last year doesn't prove it will be ; 
this winter. He urged all growers | 
who have heaters to distribute 
them. The.y won’t be very effec¬ 
tive in a battle against frost un¬ 
less they are on the front line, he 
warned. It a cold spell comes, it 
will cost more in damage to leave i 
the heaters in a shed than it will 
cost to put them in place. , 

Walhberg estimates there are [

To be 
one of the people and to have 
simple, honest principles were the 
attributes of Harrison pointer out 
I during the campaign. 

I He was a Whig and favored the 
anti-Jackson planks. The party 
was in favor of loose construction 
in government. Henry Clay was 
the political boss of that party, 
which championed the national 
bank and internal improvements, 
asking for a revival of the pro¬ 
tective tariff. 

True, Harrison was the oldest 
president to take office, but the 
campaign slur that "Harrison is 
fit only to sit in his log cabin and 
drink hard cider" was taken up, 
and the voters were treated with 
cider from log cabins on wheels. 
It proved a succes.sful argument. 
He was elected, but it was really 
the panic of 1837 that elected him 
over Van Buren. 

A month after his inauguration 
Harrison died. "Tippecanoe and 
Tyler too” was the campaign slo¬ 
gan, and Tyler, the vice-president, 
•succeeded to the White House. 

Biogra|>hical Data 

Born Feb. 9, 1773, Harri.son was 
the .son of Benjamin Harrison, a 
signer of the Dcciaration of Inde¬ 
pendence, and Elizabeth Basset. 
Educated at Hampden-Sidney col¬ 
lege, he studied medicine, but was 
a .soldier and farmer. He was an 
Episcopalian. Married to Anna

Orange county avocado growers 
averaged 3.9 per cent earnings 
last year on an investment of 
$3227 per acre, according to a 
sixth-year analysis reported today 
by Farm Advisor Harold E. Wahl¬ 
berg. Last year’s earnings ranged 
from 13.7 per cent for profitable 
orchards to minus 1.6 per cent for 
unprofitable bearing orchards. 

'The six-year average earning 
was 2.6 per cent, Wahlberg said, 
with the average return five cents 
a pound for last year. 

Prices have dropped sharply dur¬ 
ing the six years of study reported 
by the farm advisor, ranging from 
33 cents a pound in 1929-30 to 3 
cents in 1934-35. Average per acre 
cost for the six years was $153.72. 

Production in the 23 orchards 
reporting averaged 6110 pounds 
per acre, with one reporting a yield 
of 17,156 pounds per acre. 

Widening distribution and en¬ 
couraging consumption are the two 
greatest problems to be met by 
the indu.stry, Wahlberg concluded.

HIGH FINANCE 

In the portfolio of one of Wash¬ 
ington's most prominent banks is 
a note of Daniel Webster, bearing 
the indorsement of Henry Clay. 
Here is the story behind the docu¬ 
ment: 

Needing some ready cash, Web¬ 
ster applied at the bank for a 
loan. He was told he could have 
the money, provided his note was 
indorsed by a person of known in¬ 
tegrity and substance. 

As he was leaving the bank, 
Webster met Clay. 

“I didn’t know you banked here, 
Daniel,” said the great Ken¬ 
tuckian. 

“I don’t. I tried to get a loan 
and they told me I would have to 
get an indorser.” 

“How much did you want to 
borrow?” 

“Five hundred dollars.” 

“Fine,” said Clay. “I came here 
on the very same mission. Now 
I’ll tell you what we’ll do. Make 
out your note for $1000 instead of 
$500. I will indorse it, and then 
you can lend me half.” 

Webster agreed to the plan, the 
bank accepted Clay’s indorsement 
and turned over the $1000. 


W ASHINGTON.—<Tiose close; to 
certain supreme court justices 
say that seldom in recent history 
have the Nine Old Men been on a 
hotter spot than they are now as 
they don their robes for the court 
term beginning today. 

Reason is that they are called 
upon to rule immediately on two 
vital New Deal law.s, almost cer¬ 
tain to throw the court into the 
very middle of the presidential 
campaign. 

These two laws are the munici¬ 
pal bankruptcy act and the New 
York minimum wage act, which - 
although a state law rather than 
New Deal- was inspired by Roose¬ 
velt friends and stands for the 
.same principle Roosevelt stands 
for. 

Both of these were declared un¬ 
constitutional by the Nine Old 
Men last spring, or rather by five 
out of nine of them. But now the 
government and the state of New 
York have asked for rehearings. 

To grant a rehearing it is nec¬ 
essary for at least one of the five 
conservatives to change his mind 
and indicate that there is suffi¬ 
cient doubt about the court’s earl¬ 
ier decision to have the case 
argued again. 

But the five conservatives rep¬ 
resent an almost solid phalanx 
against the New Deal. Inside word 
has it that Butler and McReynoIds 
are most vigorous in their opposi¬ 
tion to any rehearing, and are ex¬ 
erting their infuence upon conser¬ 
vative colleagues. 

Justice Roberts is the key man 
to keep your eye on. He has been 
influnced by public opinion in the 
past, but his close friend Justice 
Butler hopes to see that he does 
not switch today. 

However, if the supreme court 
vetoes a rehearing on these two 
laws, public reaction is sure to be 
against them. Governor Landon 
already has come out for a mini¬ 
mum wage. Both Democratic and 
Republican parties are for it. 

Furthermore, in the Schechter 
“sick chicken” case the court had 
claimed that industrial regulation 
such as minimum wages was the 
jurisdiction of the state, then 
turned completely around in the 
New York minimum wage case 
and said the state could not regu¬ 
late wages. That is why the state 
of Illinois has now joined the 
state of New York in asking for 
a rehearing.

MUNICIPAL BANKRUPTCY 

Nullification of the municipal 
bankruptcy act leaves the cities 
of the country in a tough spot. 
The law was originated under the 
Hoover administration, though 
passed under Roosevelt. It re¬ 
ceived the approval of banking 
circles and of both political parties. 

Its chief purpose is to prevent 
racketeering among little groups 
of municipal bond-holders who at¬ 
tempt to get fancy prices before 
permitting municipalities to re¬ 
adjust their bond is.sues. 

Any negative action by the court 
now would be unpopular, definite¬ 
ly would aid the reelection of 
Roosevelt. That is the last thing 
the court conservatives want to 
do. Yet they are equally opposed 
to approving these two acts.
